A very few' cities were passed af­ 
ter leaving Illinois, but before reach­ 
ing this point I would say that our 
state has some rough looking coun­ 
try, 
the southern point below La­ 
Salle, through the coal regions, and 
we passed by bluffs of solid rock. 
The nice cities of our own state we 
passed through were 
Bloomington, 
Decatur, Normal, Macon, Assumption 
and a few others. 
Our trip contained 88:3 miles from 
Mendota. On the first evening of our 
arrival at New Orleans occurred the 
first parade of the carnival, 
which 
was beautiful. 
The second parade 
occurred Monday, the third, the ar­ 
rival of King Rex, who was saluted 
with many guns, and not a whistle 
in the city was silent. 
The streets 
at this time were impassable and a 
great many could not see at all. The 
fourth and last parade was on this 
evening and was the best of all. No 
two i)arades were alike nor were there 
two boats or wagons alike. 
Each 
float represented something 
which 
you will see by the papers 1 send you. 
The carnival costs the city over 
$750,000. The king was a wealthy 
man of the city and he pays $1,000 
for the honor of being king. He sail­ 
ed down the river for .some distance 
and entered the city on a large steam­ 
er. to represent the ioyal arrival of 
the king. 
After the carnival was 
over 1 should judge many people went 
home, because the same crowds of 
struggling people were not seen. Ho­ 
tel expenses were high at this time. 
.My sight seeing in the city began 
after the parades and I enjoyed it. 
Having relative.s in the city 1 had no 
object in obtaining a guide. Some of 
the most important places that 1 vis­ 
ited were the city park, which was 
beautiful, but not to be compared 
to Lincoln park in Chicago. 
I’. S. 
barrui ks were taken in and the Con­ 
federate Soldiers’ Home 
was very 
beautiful. Of especial note was Stone­ 
wall Jackson’s monument with the 
inscription 
“The Union must and 
shall be preserved,” and the monu­ 
ment of General Lee, U. S. mints, 
where they were busy coining gold 
and silver. An old soldier showed us 
around and also had us register our 
names. 
I saw' a large stone building that 
was erected by the Spanish, sold to 
the French and then to the United 
States, in the early eighteenth cen­ 
tury. 
I also went through the custom 
house, a building of solid marble. 
The cemetery of the city is watrthy 
of mention, looks like a white city, 
all well paved drives, and some vaults 
costing as high as 
$75,000. 
The 
slaughter house of the city is a small 
concern, compared with that of Chi­ 
cago. 
The French market is a sight wor­ 
thy of mention, all under one roof 
and occupies several blocks, .where 
all of a certain line of meat to gar­ 
den stuff, are lined up side by side. 
The city wharves consist of about 
18 miles, where tbe darkey roust-

There are eight miles of dock along 
the river and the levees are high to 
keep the river in. The wharves and 
docks are about 10 or 12 feet above 
the level of the streets. 
The city has many hunting 
and 
fishing clubs which 1 attended 
and 
had fine sport. 
The buildings of the city are as 
a general rule, not so high as in the 
north. The highest building at pres­ 
ent is eighteen stories, but they are 
building the new Greenwald hotel 13 
stories high. 
The pre.sent hotel - I 
was shown through by its chief en­ 
gineer, Mr. Fred Shirk, with whom I 
became acquainted. 
On the opposite side of the river 
theJT are building a new court house, 
and in digging out for walls they 
find roots and old stumps, the city be­ 
ing lower than the river. It seems 
that the country was at one time a 
low swamp, and became washed over 
with mud. 
The weather at present is not so 
very warm, garden truck is in abund­ 
ance. 
The first 
sign of 
anything 
green in the way of foliage was from 
southern Mississippi 
and then on 
down. 
I will never forget the excitement 
of the people, especially of lower 
Mississippi, over three cases Shreve­ 
port, where three negroes were hung 
and one burned for attacking white 
school girls. I also remember a tor­ 
nado. I had the pleasure of meeting 
a drummer who was caught in the 
tornado and received not a scratch. 
Our trip home was made in 
33 
hours,'with a five hour stop in Cen­ 
tralia and four more at Decatur. We 
arrived at Scarboro Thursday even­ 
ing at 6 o’clock. 
Hoping your many readers will en­ 
joy the reading of our trip, I remain,

PAST AND PROSPECTIVE 


Cleveland, Mar. 2 9—From Madi­ 
son. Wis.. through Chicago and to 
Cincinnati by trolley and third rail 
electric lines is the prospect held out 
to the traveling public by 
the an­ 
nouncement here, today that Cleve­ 
land capitalists had completed a mer­ 
ger of 541 miles of Wisconsin 
and 
Illinois roads, with a capitalization 
of $ 20,000,000. 
The Mandelbaum 
sy ndicate and its associates, who re­ 
cently consolidated the Aurora, Elgin 
& Chicago Railroad company , the El­ 
gin, Aurora & Southern Traction com­ 
p a ny and the Cook County A: South­ 
ern Railroad company into a $ 12.- 
150,000 concern, are behind the new 
merger. 
With lines already in operation or 
contracted for, the 
company 
will 
reach as far west as Dubuque: as far 
north as Madison, Wis., and it is 
planned to get into St. I.ouis within a 
few y ears. Work ing agreements, if 
not an actual merger with the com­ 
panies controlling lines from Chicago, 
through Indianapolis to Cincinnati, 
which will be in operation this sum­ 
mer, aw 
contemplated,

From the d ays of Ad am an d Eve to 
the presen t time there has been n ot 
ouly 
forbid d en 
fruit, 
but

For on e rea­ 
son or an other people have resolutely 
refused to eat an y an *! all kin d s of 
flesh, 
liph, 
fowl, fruits 
an d 
plan ts. 
Thus the apple, the pear, the straw ber­ 
ry, the quin ce, the bean , the on ion , the 
leek, the asparagus, the wood pecker, 
the pigeon , the goose, the d eer, the bear, 
the turtle an d the eel these, to n am e 
on ly a few eatables, have been avoid ­ 
ed as if un wholesome of positively In ­ 
jurious to health an d d igestion . 
As we all kn ow, the Jew s have lon g 
had a hered itary an tipathy to pork. On 
the other han d , swin e’s flesh was high­ 
ly esteemed by the an cien t Greeks an d 
Roman s. 
This fact is revealed by the 
man y referen ces to pig as a d ain ty bit 
■ of food . 
At th** great festival held an ­ 
n ually in hon or of Demeter roast pig 
was the piece d e resistan ce in the bill 
of fare because th» ' pig w as the sacred 
an imal of Demeter. 
Aristophan es in 
"The Frogs" makes on e of the char­ 
acters hin t that some of ihe others 
"smell of roast pig." 
These people un ­ 
d oubted ly had been at the festival, 
kn own ¡is the Thesmopliorla, an d had 
eaten freely of roast pig. 
Those who 
took part in an other Greek mystery or 
festival, kn own as the Eleusin la, a b ­ 
stain ed from certain food an d , above 
all, from bean s. 
Again , as we all kn ow, mice are es­ 
teemed In Chlua an d iu some parts of 
In d ia, 
but 
the 
an cien t 
Egyptian s, 
Greeks an d Jew s abhorred mice an d 
would n ot touch mouse meat. Rata an d 
field mice were sacred In old Egypt 
an d were n ot to he eaten on this ac- 
coun t. So. too, in some parts of Greece, 
the mouse w as the sacred an imal of 
Af*>!lo, an d mice were fed In his tem ­ 
pi es. 
The chosen people were forbid ­ 
d en to oat "the weasel an d the mouse 
an d the tortoise after hie kin d .” Those 
came un d er th« * d esign ation of un clean . 
But people have abstain ed from eat­ 
in g kin d s of flesh which could n ot be 
called un clean . For example, the people 
of Thebes, as Herod otus tell^ us, a b ­ 
stain ed from sheep. 
W hat Is the m at­ 
ter with mutton chops? 
Then , the tm- 
cien ts used to abstalu from certain 
vegetables. 
In d eed , the Rom an s sn eer­ 
ed at those Egyptian s who *11*1 n ot d are 
to eat on ion s, leeks or garlic, an d yet 
the Roman s themselves w ere sn pcrstl 
tious about what they ate or w hat they 
should avoid eatin g 
i u his "R om an Question s" Plutarch 
asks, 
"W hy d o 
the 
Latin s 
abstain 
strictly from the flesh of the wood peck­ 
er?" 
In ord er to an sw er Plutarch’» 
question correctly it is n ecessary to 
have some id ea of the peculiar custom 
an d belief called "toten d sm ." 
There is 
a stage of society in w hich people claim 
d escen t from an d kin ship with beasts, 
bird s, 
vegetables an d other objects. 
This obj**et. which Is a “totem,” or 
family mark, they religiously abstain 
from eatin g. Tin : members of the tribe 
are d ivid ed in to clan s or stocks, each 
of which takes the mime of some an i­ 
mal. plan t or object, as the bear, the 
buffalo, the wood pecker, the asparagus, 
an d so forth. 
No member of the beat 
family would d are to eat bear meat, 
but he has n o objection to eatin g buf­ 
falo steak. 
Even the m arriage law Is 
based , on this belief, an d n o m an whose 
family n am e is Wolf may marry a wo­ 
man whose family n ame is also Wolf. 
In a gen eral way it m ay l*e said that 
almost all our food prohibition s sprin g 
from the extraord in ary custom gen ­ 
erally called toten d sm. Mr. Swan , who 
was u mission ary for man y years in 
the Kon go Free State, thus d escribes 
the custom: If I were to ask the Yoke 
people why they d o n ot eat zebra fl« *sh, 
they would reply, "Cbijila” 
i. e., "It Is 
a thin g to which we have an an tipa­ 
thy." <>r, better, "It Is on e of the tilin gs 
which our fathers taught us n ot to eat." 
So 
it 
seems 
the 
word 
"bashllan g” 
tn ea: < " t ie people who have an an - 
tlpat 
to the leopard ;” the "basba- 
lamb 
"those who have at» an tipathy 
to th* d og." an d » the "bushtlan lan zefu.’’ 
*‘th« )s*

eleplia. t." 
In other word s, the m em ­ 
bers of these stocks refuse to eat their 
totems, the zebra, the leopard an d the 
elephan t, from which they take their 
n ames. 
The survival of an tipathy to certain 
fo^sis 
was foun d am on g people as 
highly civilized as the Egyptian s, the 
Greeks an d the Roman s. Quite a list 
of an imals whose flesh was forbid d en 
mig t la* d raw n up. For example, In 
old Egypt the sheep could n ot be eaten 
iu Thebes, n or the goat in Men d es, n or 
the cat In Bubastls, uor the crocod ile 
at Ombos, n or the rat, which was sa­ 
cred to Hit, the sun g<xl. However, the 
people of on e place had n o scruples 
about eatin g th** forbid d en food of an ­ 
other pla*-e. an d this often led to re­ 
ligious d isputes an d bad blood . 
Amon g th*> vegetables 
tabooed as 
food by the Egyptian s may be men ­ 
tion ed the on ion , the garlic an d the 
leek. 
Lucian says that the In habitan ts 
of Peln slum ad ored the on ion . Accord ­ 
in g t** Plin y. th*> Egyptian s used to 
sw ear by th« 1 leek an d the on ion . Juve­ 
n al pokes fun at those who thought It 
a sin to eat them. He exclaims, "Surely 
a very religious n ation an d a blessed 
peace where every gard en is overrun 
with god s!" 
The survivals of totemlsm am on g the 
an cien t Greeks are very In terestin g.
